In accordance with Section 5120.10 of the Ohio Revised Code and Executive Order 92-03 of the 
Department of Rehabilitation and Correction, the Butler County Correctional Complex a Full-Service Jail, 
was inspected on Wednesday, April 09, 2008. 

The inspection was restricted to assessing compliance with a group of standards selected from the 
Minimum Standards for Jails in Ohio promulgated by the Bureau of Adult Detention. Please note that this 
inspection does not reflect a comprehensive evaluation of the overall jail condition. The inspection 
consisted of the jail inspector receiving and/or reviewing requested documentation and/or materials, 
touring selected areas of the jail, and having a brief interview with selected jail personnel.

Full service jails shall provide prisoners with sufficient space. The facility shall maintain documentation 
regarding square footage and maximum occupancy figures for all housing and holding areas, and shall comply 
with the minimum requirements for housing cells outlined in (a-d): (2) Housing Cells: (a) Seventy square feet for 
single occupancy.; (b) One hundred square feet with seven feet least dimension for double occupancy, stacked 
bunks, one hundred and ten square feet with nine feet least dimension for double occupancy, single bunks.; (c) 
One hundred and forty-five square feet with nine feet least dimension for triple occupancy, stacked bunk and 
single bunk ; one hundred and seventy square feet with twelve feet least dimension for triple occupancy, single 
bunks, (d) One hundred and eighty square feet with nine feet least dimension for quadruple occupancy, two 
stacked bunks, two hundred and fifteen square feet with twelve least dimension for quadruple occupancy, 
single bunks. 

The information provided on the Annual Data Form indicated that the jail's everyday 
operations exceeds the Bureau's Recommended Capacity in "Blocks D and E." These 
housing areas have been double bunked, however they were only approved at single 
occupancy cells due to being 70 square feet. The jail is therefore overpopulated. The jail 
had a population of 778 people in the facility on the day of the annual jail inspection and the 
Bureau's Recommended Capacity is 756. The jail is therefore failing to provide the prisoners 
with the appropriate amount of required square footage per prisoner count in Blocks D and 
E. Efforts must be made as soon as practical to remove the additional beds to lower the jail's 
population down to the Bureau's Recommended Capacity. 

5120:1-8-04(A)(04)(a) 

Dayspace: (a) Thirty-five square feet per number of occupants occupying the dayspace at one time. Minimum 
size of one hundred and five square feet. 

The information provided during the annual jail inspection indicated that the jail's everyday 
operations exceeds the Bureau's Recommended Capacity. The additional population in the 
facility does not provide each prisoner with the required amount of square footage per 
prisoner count. Steps must be taken as soon as practical to reduce the jail's population in 
efforts to provide the prisoners with the appropriate amount of dayroom square footage.
